Be it resolved by the General Assembly of 


the state of Okv>, three fifths of the 
members elected to each house con- 
curring therein. 


That there shall be submitted to the elec- 
tors of the state, for their approval or re» 
jection, at the election to be held on the 
first '1 uesday after the first Monday in 
>«o\ ember. 1929. a proposal to amend section 
2 of article XII and to repeal section 3 of 
art cle XII of the constitution of the state 
of Ohio, said section 2 of article XII. when 
amended, to read as follows: 


ARTICLE XII. 
Sec 2. No property, taxed according to 
value, shall be so taxed in excess of one and 
one half per cent of its true value in money 
for all state and local purposes, bnt laws 
may be passed authorizing additional taxes 
to be le\ied outside of such limitation, either 
v hen approved by at least a majority of the 
e'eclors of the taxing district voting on such 
proposition, or when provided for by the 
charter of a municipal corporation. Land 
and iirpnncraents thereon shall be tared by 
uniform rule according to value.
